was regarded as safe; but it Is now 
suspected that he has invested the 
whole amount on his own account, 
and it is feared that he has so manag­ 
ed it that but little if any of the money 
will be recovered. The report is not 
confirmed, and it is possible that the 
ease is not as bad as dame rumor 
paints it. 


More Railroad. 


in addition to the railroad exten­ 
sions already enumerated which the 
visit of Messrs. C r o c k e r and C o l t o n 
have rendered certain in this part of 
the State, we have now to add the 
probable extension of the Anaheim 
branch some eight or ten mile beyond 
the town of Anaheim. We are not 
informed of the fact, but suspect that 
the Anaheim branch will continue on 
beyond its preseut terminus uutil it 
strikes the water. If this track is ex­ 
tended South of Anaheim, it will give 
to the valley a road nearly forty miles 
in length, running through one of the 
richest sections of country that ever 
felt a plowshare—a country of m am­ 
moth vegetable products and a soil 
that time cannot wear out. 


Demand for Alden Raisins. 


Last evening, Mr. G e o . B . D a v i s , 
proprietor of the Alden Fruit Drying 
Factory in this city, received a letter 
from General D e i t z l e r , President of 
the California Alden Fruit Drying 
Company, in which the General says 
the local demand for the Alden manu­ 
factured raisin more than equals the 
supply. There are now, we believe, 
fifteen of these evaporators in opera­ 
tion in this State, turning out an aver­ 
age of one ton eacli of raisins per day, 
yet the San Francisco market is not 
supplied. General D e i t z l e r writes 
that they have daily orders from the 
j£astfor the Aldeu raisins, but not a 
single order haB been filled up to this 
time, nor is It probable any consider­ 
able quantity of those raisins will be 
sent across the continent before the 
opening of next season. This speaks 
volumes for the Alden process, and is 
very encouraging to the grape growers 
of th» State in general and to those of 
Los Angeles valley in particular. The 
finest grapes of all qualities are grown 
here, and in quantities so abundant as 


to astonish all new cbmois. The time 
is not far off when we shall have a 
nnmber of Alden raisin factories lo­ 
cated in different parts of the valley, 
each of which will be turning out tons 
of raisins per day. 


The ••Express" Slanders the City. 


The Evening Expresa Is fearful that 
the H e r a l d ’s statements concern­ 
ing 
the 
condition 
of 
the W at­ 
er Company’s 
reservoir, will 
in­ 
jure the reputation of our city abroad. 
We do not think it will, because as 
soon as the discovery was mado that 
Us Informant had mistaken an old 
and unused reservoir for the ono out 
of which the company Is supplying 
the city’s water, the H e r a l d with Us 
usual candor and frankucss, and in ac­ 
cordance with Us wish to do no one 
an injustice, corrected the error and 
explained the mistake. 
In the case 
of the H e r a l d the correction follows 
the statement. The Express pursues 
a different policy. In a malicious, 
vicious, though impotent attempt to 
injure a respectable citizen whose 
only fault Is that he is not the ring’s, 
and consequently not the Express' 
candidate for Mayor, the unscrupu­ 
lous little trimmer, that is solicitous 
for the city’s reputation abroad, as­ 
serted that the scarletina was filling 
our cemeteries with tlie graves of 
little children. The statement was a 
fabrication — almost 
without the 
shadow of foundation—and wa9 de­ 
nounced as false by nearly every phy­ 
sician in the city. 
But the Express 
has 
shown

the manhood to correct its—misstate­ 
ment—and our exchanges contain nu­ 
merous paragraphs warning parents 
not to visit Los Angeles, as the Express 
says the town is full of unabated 
nuisauces, and in consequence the 
scarletina is uu epidemic among the 
children. 
There is no doubt but that 
our little cotemporary is very solici­ 
tous about the reputation of the city 
abroad. 


A CORRECTION. 


E d i t o r H e r a l d : I see in your ar­ 
ticle entitled “Trapped,” published in 
yesterday morning’s H e r a l d , a state­ 
ment that while in performance of my 
late duties as Health Officer, I laid 
before the City Council a collection of 
shells, perriwinkles, etc., taken from a 
pipe of the Los Angeles City W ater 
Works. I deem it due to myself, as 
well as the City W ater Company, to 
state that a small collection of such 
shells, etc., was handed me by a gen­ 
tleman living in the southwestern por­ 
tion of the city, who stated that it was 
taken from the pipe at his residence; 
that this collection was incidentally 
and privately shown to a few individ­ 
uals, among them two or three mem­ 
bers of the Council, and left for a short 
time at the Mayor’s office, but was 
not officially laid before the Council, 
for the reason that I immediately in­ 
vestigated the cause of complaint, ex­ 
amining carefully the condition of tlie 
reservoir, the system of supply and 
tbo relief of the pipes at the extremi­ 
ties of the system, and found nothing 
to justify me in reporting the case to 
the Council. 
At that particular time 
the company were laying new pipes 
in that part of the city and unavoida­ 
bly interfered with the free flow of 
water through the already established 
pipes. This, to me, accounted for the 
unusual accumulation of shells, etc., 
there. Afterwards I heard no special 
complaint concerning the water. 
The reservoir I found in excellent 
condition, located in a gulch at an al­ 
most inaccessible point, 
carefully 
guarded by a man employed by the 
company, who, with his family, reside 
but a few yards distant. Neither was 
stbek allowed to frequent the place,nor 
boys to bathe in it. The water in the 
reservoir was kept fresh and always in 
motion by a constant supply from the 
river and springs above andan escape 
pipe at the bottom always regulating 
the depth to about twenty-live feet. 
The water supplying the city, before 
entering the pipes, had to pass through 
a system of fine screens, so that no 
living animal of any size or other 
matter than unavoidable sediment, 
could gain admittance into the pipes. 
In view of all these facts, I had no oc­ 
casion to report direliction of duty on 
the part of the W ater Company to the 
Council; otherwise,it would have been 
promptly done.

The 
first was bored 117 feet deep, ami no 
water secured, except the surface sup­ 
ply, which was struck at a depth of 
thirty-fed. 
The Second was sunk 
about sixty rods east of the first, and 
at a depth of 170 feet a good How was 
secured, which rises in an ineh-und-a- 
quurter pipe seven inches from the 
surface. The successful boring of ar­ 
tesian wells seems to he very much of 
a lottery, and will continue to he so 
until some correct theory is evolved 
regarding the underground currents of 
water which doubtless flow across the 
country from north to south. The 
subject is an important one, and we 
trust will yet be fully solved by some 
of 
our 
wide-awake well-borers. 
Meanwhile, we congratulate Mr. Has­ 
kin on his success in securing a good 
supply of water, and recommend the 
instance as a good example of the old 
adage, “ If at ttrst you don’t succeed, 
bore, bore again.” 


Common Council Proceedings. 


T h u r s d a y , October 22,1874. 
The Council met at the usual hour, 
with the following members present: 
Councllmen Sabichi, Masoarel, Work­ 
man, Huber, Gerkens and Doekweiier. 
Absent—De Cells, Beaudry, Valdez 
and Chavis. 
The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved, with a slight 
amendment. 
Also the minutes of special sessions 
held October Kith and 21st were read 
and approved. 
[Mr. Beaudry appeared in ids seat.] 
The City Marshal reported collec­ 
tions on account of city taxes for the 
week amounting to $2,012 50, with 
Treasurer’s receipt for tho same, less 
commissions. 
Placed on file. 
On motion, the rules were suspended 
and, by request, Judge King was al­ 
lowed lo-addrcsa the Council on behalf 
of E. Gay relative to the late action 
regarding the construction of the Main 
street sewer. He advocated Mr. Gay’s 
right to continue the work according 
to contract, and expressed a determin­ 
ation to do so on the part of Ids client. 
Mr. Hulier stated that no contract 
had been drawn between the city and 
the contractors, and furthermore the 
bonds entered into had been with­ 
drawn. 
In rejoinder, Judge King stated that 
the contractor’s bondsmen had no right 
to withdraw from their responsibility, 
according to law. 
Mr. Gerkens moved that the city 
enjoin Mr. Gay to prevent the con­ 
struction of the Main street sewer. 
The City Attorney expressed an 
opinion that the better course would 
be to allow the contractor to proceed 
with the construction of the sewer and 
then take the chances for collecting 
tho pay for it, after receiving due no­ 
tice not to perform the work. 
The matter was postponed tempo­ 
rarily, to be taken tip subsequently in 
the meeting. 
The Board of Public Works reported 
with the following recommendation: 
That the sewer on Fort street from 
Second to Third street and from Third 
to Main be ordered built, as, upon ex­ 
amination they found that only the 
property - owners on less than two- 
thirds of tlie frontage have signed t He 
protest, and if a sewer is thought ne­ 
cessary lor the promotion of health 
tho Council can order the work done, 
whether two-thirds protest or not. 
Mr. Doekweiier moved that the rec­ 
ommendation lie adopted, the work 
carried out, and the Clerk authorized 
to publish a notice accordingly. 
Mr. Workman amended that the 
matter be postponed for one week. 
The amendment failed to receive a 
second, and the original motion was 
carried. 
In the matter of tho opening of 
Macy street, (lie Board requested l’tir- 
ther time to report. Granted. 
A contract between the city and E. 
Gay for the construction of the Main 
street sewer in accordance with speci­ 
fications, and bid was submitted. 
By permission, Mr. Dougherty ad­ 
dressed the Council, stating that lie 
thought the Council had no right to 
enter into a contract with E. Gay 
alone, since tho hid of E Gay & Co. 
for the construction of the sewer had 
been accepted. 
Mr. Beaudry moved 
that previous action be reconsidered, 
and the city advertise for new bids for 
the construction of the Main street, 
sewer in accordance with the specitl- 
tinns of the City Surveyor. 
Carried. 
The special committee to which was 
referred 
the examination 
of ordi­ 
nances regulating hack stand In front 
of the Clurcndou Hotel, reported the 
hack 
ordinance 
previously passed 
with some slight amen intents. 
The 
ordinance continued to J. J. Reynolds 
the exclusive right 
to occupy the 
said hack-stand, on the grant of J. A. 
Brown, proprietor of tho Clarendon 
Hotel, to hold good for tHe time the 
said hotel shall he operated by Brown. 
On motion of Mr. Gerkens tho ordi­ 
nance was withdrawn, and by motion 
of Mr. Beaudry the report of commit­ 
tee placed on tile. 
A hid was received from J. Jones,of­ 
fering to give $0,5(JU in gold for $8,035 
in city bonds to be issued for depot. 
Mr. Beaudry moved that eight thou­ 
sand dollars be issued for the $0,500 
gold if accepted by Mr. Jones. 
Tho 
vote ou the motion stood: Ayes— 
Doekweiier, Huber, Mascarel, Beau­ 
dry, and Sabichi. Noes—Gerkins and 
Workman. Carried. 
A communication from the captain 
of the chain-gang was received, re­ 
questing leave of a few days relief 
liom duty, in consequence of sickness. 
On motion a week’s time was granted. 
Mr. Huber moved that the Marshal be 
instructed to employ somebony to 
take the place of the Captain of chain- 
gang during his sickness. Carried. 
Mr. Beaudry moved that the atten­ 
tion of the Marshal be directed spe­ 
cially to opening up gutters and ditch­ 
es to convey the surplus water from 
the hills back of the city to the zanjas 
during the coming wet season and 
that the city construct culverts where- 
ever necessary to conduct water across 
streets, the whole to be done under 
tHe superintendence of the City .Sur­ 
veyor. 
Mr. Huber thought that the gutters 
running across streets in sections re­ 
ferred to had been stopped by the con­ 
struction of the street railroad track, 
and was in favor of requiring the 
railroad company to construct said 
culverts. 
Mr. W orkman concurred in Mr. 
Huber’s opinions. 
A spirited debate followed, when 
Mr. Doekweiier amended that where 
the railroad company have actually 
obstructed the flow of water in gutters, 
they he required to supply the neces­ 
sary culverts, the rest of Mr. Beau­ 
d r y ’s motion being accepted. 
The amendment was carried and 
original motion of Mr. Beaudry lost.

The Scwcr Muddle. 


The 
Main 
street 
sewer muddle 
worked itself Into a more intricate 
tangle yesterday than ever before 
since Its projection. After the ac­ 
ceptance of tlie hid of Messrs. E. Gay 
A Co. todo the work, and before the 
contract had been signed, ttie partners 
in tHe contracting firm — Gay and 
Dougherty—dissolved partnersliip,and 
now each claims tHe right to execute 
tHe contract. Thus the Council is left 
between aliawk and a buzzard, and is 
sorely puzzled to know which to throw 
the dead dog to. Besides this, there 
are two or three other horns to tho di­ 
lemma. Many of tho property-owners 
along tho linn of the proposed sewer 
have protested against its construction 
and will oppose the payment of their 
assessments to tho bitter end. The 
contractors’ bondsmen have notified 
the Council that they withdraw from 
all responsibility in the matter, and 
the contract not being signed, they 
have a right to withdrawal. In hopes 
of obviating the difficulty, an or­ 
der was passed yesterday ill the Coun­ 
cil rescinding all former action in let­ 
ting the contract and proposing to ad­ 
vertise for new hills; Hut against that, 
a notice was served to the effect that 
Mr. E. Gay would at once proceed 
with the performance of his contract, 
and would hold the city responsible 
therefor. 
Like Mr. J’odger’s drink, it 
is “awfully mixed,” and a half-dozen 
Philadelphia lawyers would find their 
match in adjusting matters. 


Grand Jury Report. 


To the Honorable Cornil}/ Court oj Lo» 
Angeles Count//: 
A Ye, tho Grand Jury, empauneied 
for the October term, tender herewith 
our repart as follows: We have had 
fifteen cases presented to us for exam­ 
ination, and have found a “ true bill” 
in nine of them, viz: For murder, 1; 
petit larceny, 2; house-breaking, 2; 
embezzlement, 3; obtaining money 
under false pretenso, 1; assault with 
intent to kill, 1. 
A committee from 
our number consisting of three, exam­ 
ined into the condition of the County 
Jail, and report the parsons confined 
therein comfortably fed and lodged, 
and everything in a heat and cleanly 
condition. 
We visited the County 
Hospital in charge of tho Sisters of 
Charity, and found only one person 
confined from sickness and two from 
injuries. Everything about this in­ 
stitution was in unexceptionable con­ 
dition. 
At request of the W ater Company 
we visited the distributing reservoir, 
from which tiie water is conveyed into 
the city in cast iron pipes, and found 
it well and effectually guarded against 
any inflowing impurities from the 
surrounding grounds, and the quality 
of water good, being clear and appar­ 
ently free from impurities. 
With regard to the existence of 
houses of prostitution, to which tlie 
attention of the Grand Jury was di­ 
rected, we would state that as no ease 
of the kind was presented for our ex­ 
amination, and none known to us per­ 
sonally, we could take no action in the 
matter. We would, however, call t lie 
atsention of the municipal authorities 
to tiie subject, and as the City Charter 
provides for tho suppression of houses 
of¡prostitututiou, and imprisonment 
of tiie inmates, we would recommend 
the immediate enforcement ot the 
same. 
Having dispatched all business pre­ 
sented to us by tHe District Attorney, 
or otherwise, we respectfully ask to be 
discharged.
